A. L. Trester Addresses High School 


Teachers on Extra-Curricular at 
Institute 


PLAY IS NEEDED FACTOR 


Athletics Developes Body as Well as 
Pupil s Mind— Thursday Big Day 


For Teachers 


Arthur L. Trester, secretary 
of 
the Indiana high school athletic a s­ 
sociation, was the principal speaker 
a t the Rush County teachers’ insti­ 
tute held today 
in the 
assembly 
room of the court house, discussing 
extra-curricular from various stand­ 
points with the high school teachers. 
Mr. Trester 
will 
remain 
over 
Thursday and appear on the 
pro­ 
gram at the meeting which will 
in­ 
clude the general assembly of 
all 
teachers in the county. 
On account of the assembly room 
being in use Thursday by the reun­ 
ion of the 123rd Indiana Regiment, 
Civil War veterans, the teachers in­ 
stitute will be held at the Graham 
Annex auditorium, it was announced 
today, and teachers were notified a c ­ 
cordingly. 
Today was the third day of 
the 
institute program, which this year 
has been in group sessions according 
to the departments, with the 
high 
school teachers meeting today, and 
Thursday has been set apart for 
a 
meeting of all teachers, when sever­ 
al noted speakers will address 
the 
institute. 
Mr. Trester today discussed with 
the teachers several topics, including 
physical education in 
the 
public 
schools, extra curricular activities, 
high school athletics and tlit* prob­ 
lem of health educaton. 
He stressed the point that 
sub- 
jees of reading, writing and arith­ 
metic, while essential to an educa­ 
tion, developed only the mind, 
and 
was referred to as “ skull work.” lie 
slated that the various forms 
of 
play, or athletics in school devel­ 
oped the entire body, and gave 
the 
opportunity for an individual to put 
his “ skull work” 
to 
active 
use. 
Athletics, he stated, showed the boy 
or girl as they really 
were, 
and 
brought out of them all of 
their 
good, bad 
or 
indifferent points, 
which could be seen better at play, 
than in the class room. 
In addition to an address by Mr. 
Trester on Thursday before all the 
teachers, the list will include 
ad ­ 
dresses by Murray A. Dallman, di­ 
rector of research of the Indiana­ 
polis public schools, O. II. 
Griest, 
executive secretary of the Indiana 
Teachers’ Retirement fund, 
John 
Hussey, manager of the 
Indiana 
Young Peoples Reading Circle and 
Oswald Ryan, a well known lecturer 
and author. 
Mr. Ryan will deliver an address 
on the subject, “ Mussolini and 
the 
Challenge to Representative Govern­ 
ment.” Mr. Ryan is 
an 
eloquent 
speaker, and a World W ar Veteran 
who has made a study of conditions 
since the war. The public is invited 
to attend the institute sessions at 
the

auditorium 
Thursday and hear the various ad­ 
dresses.

Honolulu, 
Aug. 
24—(U.R)— Hopes 
that some of the Dole fliers might 
be safe, inspired by sighting of what 
w ere believed to be green tin res 
on 
the slopes of Manna Kea, were des­ 
troyed today. 
Army planes returned here early 
this morning from the Island of H a­ 
waii, on which Manna Kea, highest 
peak in the Hawaiian Islands, is sit­ 
uated, to report that 
the “ flares” 
were nothing but a gasoline 
light 
which was being tested by a ranch­ 
man on the mountain side. 
Ships which remain in the search 
for the 
aviators 
in this 
vicinity 
have concentrated their 
attention 
on two sectors—the waters north of 
Kauai and the Bird reservation and 
territory immediately west of 
the 
islands. 
In the 
latter 
section, 
it. was 
thought barely possible the Golden 
Eagle might be found. Tt was eon- 
sided the only plane likely 
to have 
missed the islands and flown on into 
the open sea. 
The M iss Doran was sought 
in 
the northern waters on the assum p­ 
tion it was the most liable to fail to 
reach the islands. 
Naval vessels which returned 
to 
Pearl Harbor because of lack 
of 
fuel rej>orted several 
instances 
of 
mistaking sampan lights or shooting 
stars for flares. 
William Malloska, backer of 
the 
Mi ss Doran, was basing 
his hope 
the fliers would be found on possi­ 
bility they were picked up by a fish­ 
ing vessel not equipped with radio. 
Honolulu made plans today for its 
farewell to Arthur C. Goebel and W.

your own fellow townsman," Rep. 
Brand said. "We were close togeth- 
er in this all the way through. I 
know that he knows the needs 
of 


the farmers and I believe him to be 
a sincere fighter for agriculture." 


The Ohio congressman pointed to 


iignificance of the fact that Presi- 
dent Coolidge, after vetoing 
the 


Elaugen-McXary bill, went west for 
Jje purpose of sounding out 
the 


sentiment in regard to the hill, and 
:hen announced that he would 
not 


seek renomination. It was in this 
onnection the speaker said the Bc- 
niblieans could not nominate 
and 


elect a man opposed to this 
farm 


relief measure. 


The congressman said he was an 


optimist and to prove it said he had 
(ought 1,000 acres of land in- the: 


last two years. "I think farm land 
will be higher," he said. 


"If you have a farm problem in 


this county," he added, ''God pity, 
the rest of the world. It seems 
to 


me all you would have to do is to 
tickle the soil. I congratulate yon. 
on your splendid community." 


Rep. Brand 
pointed 
out 
that 


Farm Bureau heads were not the 
first group over going to Washington 
for relief. They were merely follow- 
ing the example of. other groups, he 
showed. 


Then he took up each group, one 


by one, and showed how they had 
asked congress for aid and it had 
been granted through legislation. 


He declared that protective tariff 


was taking from 3 to 4 billion dol- 
lars from the people of America in 
order to maintain a higher 
wage 


scale and a higher plane of living. 


Congressman 
Brand 
said 
the 


bankers had the Haugen-McNary 
bill in purpose and in detail in the 
banking law. 


The railroads, through their Hau- 


gcn-McNary bill, he said, were guar-' 
anteed a reasonable return on their 
investment through the rate making 
law empowering the interstate com- 
merce commission to fix rates. Thus 
3 billion dollars were added artifi- 
cally by law to the income of the 
railroads, he pointed out. 


Congressman Brand spoke in part 


as follows: 


"I have come to discuss the Na- 


tional Legislation for the benefit of 
Agriculture which has occupied the 
attention of Congress for the last 
I'onr years to a greater degree than 
any other legislation 


" Finally, after four 
years' of 


study, a majority of the Republicans 
and a majority of the Democrats in 
both the Senate and 
the House, 


adopted the McJfary-Haugen 
Bill, 


but unfortunately it was vetoed by 
the President and there wasn't 
at 


that time enough votes to pass the 
measure over the President's Veto. 
•Otherwise, we would have been able 
to see Siy this time, by actual 
ex- 


perience, just how this bill 
would 


have worked. 


" Similar laws have been in opera- 


tion in many other countries 
for 


many years and there is no country 
that lias once adopted such a mea- 
sure where the measure has been re- 
pealed, and am fully of the opinion 
that when the principles of the Mc- 
Nary-1 Ijiiiigen Bill are enacted into 
law in the United States, that it will 
become a |>orinanent measure of leg- 
islation that will bring equality 
agriculture. 


"The genius of American states- 


manship has fully developed the idea 
of raising conditions in 
America 


above the level of the world. The 
tariff is the oldest and best exam- 
ple which is intended to raise the 
price of commodities above world 
prices, giving better wages to peo- 
.ple that work in this country than 
are paid abroad. 


"Next, the Railroad 
Legislation 


which lias been successful in 
in- 


creasing the revenues of railroads 
from 
about 
$4,000,000,000.00, 
a 


year to about $7,000,0000,000.00 has 
raised the wages of railroad 
men 


until they are the best paid class 
of workmen m the world. 


"The Immigration Law has almost 


entirely relieved labor from compe- 
tition of foreign labor. 


• "Public utility laws in the states 
have -practically relieved street car, 
bus and truck, electric light, gas and 
Insurance Companies of actual com- 
petition and they are all now being 
granted their full expenses and reas- 
onable return on their investments. 
The banks of the country have 
a 


McXary-Haugen law. 


"On the other hand, the farmer 


is not allowed his expenses in rais- 
ing a crop and often sells at half his 
cost of production. He dumps 
his 


•product on the market and, in near- 
ly all cases, takes the world price in 
competition with the cheapest labor 
labor in the world and in competition 
with the low priced lands where liv- 
ing standards ar"e low and tax rates 
are some times 1-10 of what they 
are here. The Argentine farmer gets 
as much for his wheat, corn, oats, 
barley and most of his live stock as 
does the American farmer. 


"Under these conditions, 
daring 


the last six years, farm land has 
declined about half it's value, show- 
ing a total loss of more than $20,- 
000,000,000.00 in the United States. 
During the same years' Industrial 
plants have increased in value ac- 
cording to the Department of 
merce esaimates about 46%, 
and 


railroad stocks have increased about 
51%. 


"This is the result of artificially 


raising the income of other classes 
without isKjeuring practical legisla- 
tion that raises the income of the 
farmer "in a similar degree. He 
is 


raying in a high market and selling 
in competition with the lowest coat 
jroduction in the'world, except in a 
:ew cases such aa wool and sugar, 
where the tariff is effective.
